a mixture of light soil in which 
leafmold and sand has been  in- 
corporated; scatter a little sand 
over this and set the bulb on the 
sand, allowing only the very tip 
of the bulb to protrude when cov- 
ered with soil to the top of the 
pot. Water the pot thoroughly 
two or three times. Set in a dark, 
cool place, placing an inverted pot 
over the one containing the bulb. 
This will ward off drafts and pro- 
vide more darkness. Allow the 
pot to remain in total davhvaal 
for from six to eight weeks, until 
the pot is full of roots. Bring to} 
the light gradually.”

National attention was concen- 
trated on the Home and Farm acci- 
dent problem in 1935-86 by the Red 
Cross. In that year, 37,000 men, 
women and children lost their lives 
in home accidents, which were 
largely preventable. In 1937, this 
toll of life was r...ced, and only 
32,500 lives wers cacrificed to care- 
lessness. The spread of knowledge 
on hazards which were subject to 





correction was everywhere credited 
with this cut in the death toll. 

The 1937 deaths from home acci- 
dents were divided as follows, ac- 
cording to the National Safety 
Council: falls, 17,500; burns and 
explosions, 5,600; poisonings, 1,700; 
firearms, 800; mechanical suffoca- 
tion, 1,000; poison gases, 1,100. 

The Red Cross appeals to those 
in the home and on the farm to care- 
fully check hazards which may exist 
inside and outside their houses, and 
perhaps save a life or prevent a life- 
long injury.

Clinic records show that from 
20 to 30 new patients are brought 
under treatment for syphilis each 
month while the transfer of old 
cases from the county charity hos- 
pital has been completed. 

There are no restrictions on ad- 
mission to the clinic for diagnosis 
and emergency treatment. Con- 
tinued treatment is given those 
who cannot afford a private phy- 
sician’s care,

, 2200 Acres Reclaimed in reap 
fornia During Year—CCC 
Enrollees Help 





Reforestation programs in Cal- 
ifornia’s national forest lands add-| 
ed 2200 acres of reclaimed wealth | 
to the state’s resources during the} 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1938, 
the United States Forest Service| 
reported today. Regional Forest- 
er S. B. Show indicated that re- 
forestation schedules are being 
fully maintained with fall planting 
soon to be undertaken in several 
national forests. 

Civilian Conservation Corps en-}| 
rollees attached to Forest Service | 
ptojects were credited with the 
work of sowing tree seeds and 
planting young trees in the seven 
naticnal forests where operations 
were conducted under the super- 
vision of experienced foresters. 

Activities of forest rangers and 
the enrollees showed a total of 
750,000 pine trees planted on 1890 
acres of unproductive public for- 
est lands. More than 450 pounds 
of pine seed were sown over 310 
fire-scarred acres of the Tahoe na- 
tional forest. Reforestation activ- 
ities in the California region are 
conducted on severely burned 
areas in the commercial timber 
belt and in brush fields where 
chaparral has replaced the natural 
forest cover on lands burned ‘i 





years ago. 

It was learned from Regional 
Rorester Show that Forest Service | 
objectives in reclaiming formerly 
timbered areas are to bring the 
land back to a_ productive and} 
scenic state suitable for recreation 
grounds, wild life refuges and flood 
control watersheds from which 
eventually mature trees may be 
properly harvested on a sustained 
yield basis.
